Alberta Conference at its session 
on Monday afternoon rejected by a 
large majority on », show of hands a 
recommendation by the education 
committee that the Methodist church 
have but one Theological college for 
the West with an adequate and effi- 
clent staff and in affiliation with one 
of the provincial universities.

thorities of tha University of Alber- 
ta the grant of lend the value of which 
he now estimated at $185,000. 

Quite an animated debate also took 
placeo n the subsect of food conserva- 
tlon and by decisive votes the Con- 
ference adopted resolutions calling 
wpon the food controller to regulate 
the price of substitute foods, ao as 
to ‘be materially below the price of the 
commodities they aubstitute and call- 
ing upon the government to take over 
fisheries and have the industry op- 
erated by salaried men for the bene- 
flt of the perrle of the country. 

One Theological College 

Rev. George D, Armstrong, Olds, as 
secretary, submitted and moved the 
adoption of the recommendation rela- 
tive to the theological college.

Dr. McLaughlin’s Address 

In continuing the series of studies 
during the “Quiet Hour’ on “The 
Christian Hope,” Dr. J. F. McLaughlin, 
Victoria College, Toronto, emphasized 
the fact that the Bivie is a book of 
vital human experience, various in its 
points of view, various in its literary| 
forms, various in its typeg and schools 
of thought. 

The Book of Revelation and the, 
Gospel and Epistles of John were. 
compared and contrasted. They rep- 
resent two types of thinking char- 
acteristic of the first century of the 
Christian era. 

The Book of Revelation represents 
the more mechanical, and more poet- 
ical way of thinking about the future. 
As examples were quoted the vision of | 
the Exalted Christ, exercising author- 
ity over the churches which constitute 
His kingdom, the vision of the Book 
of Seven Seals, the Book of Human 
History, which Christ alone is worthy 
to open, and the vision of the millen- 
nial reign of Christ on earth. These 
are reasonably understood as poetical 
and symbolic representations of the 
power anid extension of the Gospel. 

The Gospel and Epistles of John, 
which contain the great apostle’s ma- 
ture interpretation of Christ's life and 
teaching, presents, in striking con- 
trast, the Second Coming of Christ, itn 
the Spirit, as a present fact of Christ- | 
ian experience and Christian history. 
The resurrection life and the judgment

are also set forth as present facts, but 
to be consummated in the world's 
last day. 


Strife or controversy between those 
who put emphasis on the millennial 
expectation, and those whose concep- 
tion of the future is like that of the 
Gospel of John, was deprecated. The 
essential and fundamental hope of 
Christian people is one and the same, 
though apprehended under different 
forms All together belief in the 
ultimate triumph of the kingdom of 
God on earth, and in the blessed and 
life with Christ beyond the 


grave.

RESOLUTIONS 


IN CONFERENCE 


Recommendations Regarding Cig- 
arette Smoking, Gambling and 
Venereal Disease Adopted 


An interesting discussion arose just 
before the adjounnment of the Alber- 
ta Methodist Conference Monday af- 
ternoon over the report of the com- 
mittee on Social Service and Evangell- 
zation, which was presented by the 
chairman, Rey. E. D. Richards. After 
some few amendments, it was unani- 
mously adopted, 

The first resolution dealt with the 
cigarette problem. It declared that 
the tobacco habit, and especially the 
smoking .of cigarettes, was increasing 
by many of the boys and even some 
of the girls, and urged concerted ao- 
tion throughout the church in educat- 
ing the peowle on the relation of to- 
; bacco to efficiency and in securing 
pledges of abstinence from the use of 
tobacco, 


As to Cigarettes 

Respecting the conservation of hu- 
man resources, the report deplored 
that In addition to the toll extorted by 
the war, 80,000 Canadian children 
had died this year from preventable 
diseases, It recommended the com- 
Plete registration of births and deaths 
and the keeping co! dependable vital 
statistics . The fixing of a child wel- 
fare week in Canada, by the Dominfon 
government, child welfare inetitutes 
and exhibitions in every town and vil- 
lage in Canada, where possibie, was 
recommended, with health inetruc- 
tlon and follow-wp work in all schools, 
both urban and rural. 

More adequate provision for the 
treatment, prevention and eradivatron 
of tuberculosis and venereal diseases 
was urged. It was recommended that 
the venereal diseases act should be 
strengthened by the providing of free 
treatment and fixing a penalty on 
(physicians who failed to register ven- 
ereally diseaa@sda persons and by 
making compulsory continued treat- 
ment of such persons, until a certifi- 
cate of freedom from diseases could 
be granted. 

Care of Feeble-Minded 

The governicent was asked to take 

etill moro effective measures for the 


care of the feoble-minded and the 
establishment of a juvenile court in 
every town of the province was re- 


There should be greater 
provision in our educational system, 
the report said, tor training in morals, 
manners and in civics, 

It was declared that the evii of 
gumbling was growing because of raf- 
fles and guessivg contests, promoted 
by churches, 
pérs and the church was asked to dis- 
countenance such activities, even to 
the extent of wurking for prohibitory 
legislation. 

Respecting Marringe 

Respecting marriage, it was asked 
that the provincial health department 
require that all persons seeking to 
marry should be required to show a 
certificate of freedom from venereal 
diseases before being granted a Ml- 
cense or procesding to marry. 

The liquor lezislatton of the Domin- 
ion and provincial governments was 
commended and the taking of all pos- 
sible steps to secure the rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws was demanded, 

Another portion of the report was

_ LABOR BOARD | 
TO BE FORMED) 


Will Be Organized by Trades and 
Labor Council to Judge on 
Disputes 


A step which should mean consid- 
erable progress in the manner of ad- 
ministering labor affairs and disputes 
in the city was taken by the Trades 
and Labor Council on Monday night, 
when it was decided to take up the 


question of forming an _ advisory 
board to act in conjunction with the 
Trades and Labor Council. 

The intention of the advisory board 
would be to pass in judgment upon 
any labor trouble in which a local 
union might be involved, and on ac- 
count of which they might be likely 
to go to the length of calling a strike, 
and on that account would need the 
support of other labor bodies in the 
city. If the report of the advisory | 
board was favorable then the body 
concerned in the dispute could count | 
upon the support of labor as a whole 
in the city, or if otherwise they would 
have to bear the onus alone of any ac- 
tion they might care to take. | 

A point of consideration is that} 
there are a number of labor organiza-~ 
tions in the city which do not send! 
delegates to the Trades and Labor 
Council, and as it has been found that 
no union can stand alone in dealing 
with a dispute, it is necessary for all 
labor bodies who might eventually 
be involved to have some say in the 
initial steps taken by any individual 
local body. 

It is thought that this difficulty will 
ba overcome by the introduction of 
the advisory board, which, it is sug- 
gested, might be formed from dele- 
gates appointed by the various fed- 
erations of unions in the city, and 
also, if necessary, other persons inter- 
ested In labor and experienced in the 
administration of affairs. 

The scheme was broachad some 
time ago by W. H. Houstwick, and at 
Monday night's meeting it was advo- 
jcated by J, Findlay and Elmer Roper, 
|who proposed that the steps be taken) 
}to form such a board, and this was 
unanimously agreed to. 
| Matter Held Over 
There was again a great deal of 
jtalk over the question of admitting 
| delegates from Federal Workers’ 
Union No, 49, but as no final report 
was received from the organization 
the matter was left over until this is 
received. 

Information was given to the effect 
that a letter had been sent to the ex- 
; ecutive of the Labor Congress at Ot- 
tawa, submitting the claims of the 
two unskilled laborers’ unions in the 
city, Federal Workers’ Union No. 49 
and the Federal Workers’ Union No. 
80, which was organized to take in the 
civic laborers. A letter was received 
from the executive at Ottawa asking 
for further information on the subject 
of the class of workers taken in by 
the two unions. 

It was stated that the rénewed ap- 
plication of the city firemen for the 
one day off in four would be taken 
up before the city council the next 
day. Arrangements were made for a 
communication to the city council in- | 
forming them that the ‘Trades and 
Labor Council were representing the | 
firemen in the matter. | 

Delegate Murray said that he want- 
ed it to be understood that all the 
report of the conciliation board was 
signed and endorsed by all the mem- 
bers of the board, and not by only 
two, as Was represented by the civic 
authorities. Delegate Murray also 
stated that he had the schedule of 
wages paid the Calgary firemen, and 
they were receiving from $10 to $20 
more than the firemen at Edmonton. 

Says Cars Sold Too Cheaply 

Attention was drawn by J. Findley 
to the sale of cars now being carried 
out by the street railway department, 
and as a railway man he contended 
that, considering the present prices of | 
material and equipment, these cars| 
were being sold too cheaply, and there 
was no need for the city to lose money | 
on the transaction at all. He contend- 
ed that as the department took care 
of depreciation, that the cars should 
not be in a position to need a great 
deal of repair. 

It was also asked that the city 
might extend the hours during which 
registration could he carried out, 
either at night or on Saturday after- 
noon, 80 as to give opportunity for 
those who could not leave their em- 
ployment so as to register before the 
city offices closed. 

It was stated that both of these 
matters would be placed before the 
city council,

Passengers of One Ship Reach New 
York; Captain Tells of Advent 


New York, June 3—One of the ships 
sunk was the Mdward H. Cole, a sail- 
ing vessel of 1,791 tons gross. The crew 


of the Cole has been landed here by 
the steamer Bristol. According to the 
survivors, the vessel was sunk 75 miles 
off the Highlands of New Jorsey yes- 
terday afternoon. Two submarines at- 
tacked the Edward H. Cole, according 
to the commander of the vessel, Capt. 
Newoomb. They appeared simultan- 
eously, one on each sido of the vessel, 
and signaled the captain to heave to. 

The commander of one of the sub- 
marines then boarded the schooner in 
a emall boat and gave the crew ten 
minutes to leave the ship. Just before 
the explosion occurred an American 
steamship appeared in the offing and 
the other U-boat immediately gave 
ohare. The last Captain Newcomb saw 
of the steamer she was making off at 
full speed. 

The crew of the Edward H. Cole 
was subsequently picked up by an Am- 
erican auxiliary naval vessel, brought 
to an Atlantic port last night and 
thence sent here by train. They were 
taken in charge by naval officials. 

The auxiliary vessel carrying the 
Edward H. Cole's crew was pursued 
by the submarine but escaped by tak- 
ing refuge in the Atlantic port. 

The steamship Bristol, arriving at 
New York this morning rescued the 
crew of another sailing vessel which

the worst next winter the Win- 
nipeg Free Press and Telegram

proceeds of the prairie crop. 

The Difficulty is the Need. 

The problem of assuring .a suf- 
ficient supply of coal when and 
where needed next winter in every 
part of the prairie country 1s un- 
doubtedly a problem of some dif- 
ficulty. That is why Government 
action is required if the problem 
is to be solved. It is to deal with 
difficulties that governments are 
created, and their existence is only 
justified if and as they deal with 
them. If there were no problems to 
be solved for the protection and 
benefit of the public there would 
be no need of governments. 


Production Still Penalized. 

Parliament has adjourned, and 
farm machinery is still made 
harder to get by reason of the 
tariff penalty imposed upon any- 
one importing it. If some farmers 
suspect, from this that the Govern- 
ment is not as much concerned 
about food production as it should 
be and claims to be, they cannot 
be blamed for it. Actions, it is 
still believed, speak louder than 
words, and a Government which 
artificially increases the cost of 
production invites a doubt as to 
its anxiety to encourage produc- 
tion. 


A Criminal Waste. 

According to the food control de- 
partment, food to the value of one 
million dollars has been destroyed 
in Montreal storage concerns dur- 
ing the past fifteen months, 

Much of the wastage may have 
been due to accidental defects in 
the storage facilities, or in the op- 
eration of them. Even so,’the re- 
cord shows the need of more strin- 
gent supervision of such institu- 
tions with a view to establishing 
greater efficiency and preventing 
avoidable loss of food. 

And if it is shown that any of 
the waste was deliberate, with in- 
tent to shorten supply and boost 
prices, the guilty parties should 
be put behind the bars. 

Which Is the Fact? 

Two weeks ago Sir Robert Bor- 
den told the delegation of Ontario 
farmers most emphatically that 
the need of fighting men was so

The Wieting plant is not large but 
is well equipped and surely does the 
work. The motive power is steam 
and when first launched in business 
the place had a capacity of 4,000 
pounds. Since then additions have 
been made until now the factory is 
able to tako care of 6,000 pounds of 
milk daily. 

The Cheese Sults ‘Em 

No trouble whatever is experienced 
in finding a ready market fer the 
cheese. Every pound made is backed 
by @ fire-preof and saag-proof guaran. 
tee which, however. ig never brought 
into action for the simple but ririking 
reeson thet the cheese suits ‘em, 
Sixteen tons of cheese were made dur. 
ing 1917, the output being limited by 
the difficulty in obtaing enough milk 
The city creameri have been boost- 
ing prices until the country cheese 
makers are forced to call in the milk 
producers with a Midas touch, This 
sixteen tons was the crop of some 
twenty patrons and it is doubtful if 
the clientele will be enlarged this 
season as dairy quotations are higher 
than ever. About 100 cows were 
responsible for this cheese output, 

Red Clover 

Mr. Wicting has some sound notions 
about this 
problem. His idea in short js to cause 
a dozen or so blades of grass to grow 
where one was being nipped off alto- 
gether too frequently before. He be- 
lleves i: speeding up the pasture 
power of an acre. He is trying out 


red clover and candidly !t looks like| 


a strike in pay-streak. Four acres 
the first year turned off four loads of 
hay. The second year it increased a 
load, while last year six good-sized 
loads was the crop. “If this works 
cut according to prospects,” says Mr. 
Wieting, “I can run enough cows on a 
half section to keep the cheese factory 
going myself. With clover as pasture 
and a hay crop a man could keep forty 
cows on a quarter.” 

In line with this argument he ad- 
vances another theory. When the 
thousands of soldiers return and bring 
in their wake a big influx of arter-the- 
war immigrants, Mr. Wieting foresees 
a land scarcity in the redistribution of 
settlement. Therefore, he expects to 
eventually witness a gradual breaking- 
up of the unwieldy big estates and to 
see more intensified farming on 40, 80 
and 100-acre places. 

Mr. Wieting built a fine big house 
near his cheese factory three years ago 
and is now adding a large barn to the 
lay-out. “I like to have all the stock 
possible, and enough feed to winter 
them, under one roof,”’ he says.
